Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the screws (claim II) must be shown 
or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

2. The drawings are objected to because the term "Reference" should be deleted from the 
drawings as only the reference numerals are required. 

3. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

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Claim Objections 

5. Claims I and II are objected to because of the following informalities: claim I should be 
claim "1" and claim II should be claim "2". Claims I and II will be referred to as claims 1 and 2 
hereinafter. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§112 

6. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

8. Claim 1, as best understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Tillett (US#6254152). 

9. Regarding claim 1, Tillett discloses a memorial carrier (Fig. 4) comprising: a carrier 3 
and poles 5. The carrier is capable of carrying urns, photos, or remembrance items centered 
within a floral arrangement via recess 12. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

10. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

1 1 . Claim 2, as best understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Tillett. 

12. Regarding claim 2, Tillett discloses the carrier is removably secured to the poles at 10, 
and the carrier is being viewed as "plain". 

13. Although Tillett fails to disclose the method step of the carrier being screwed into to the 
posts, the applicant is reminded method limitations are given little patentable weight in an article 
claim as the patentability of a product does not depend on its method of production. See MPEP 
2113. 

14. Although Tillett fails to disclose the memorial carriers as being construct red of pine, 
pine is a known material in the art as evidenced by Hanson (US#6625852) (col. 1, lines 35-41), 
and it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to utilize pine as the selection of a known material based upon its suitability for the 
intended use is a design consideration within the skill of the art. In re Leshin , 227 F.2d 197, 125 
USPQ416(CCPA 1960). 

15. Although Tillett fails to disclose the specific dimensions of the carrier and poles, it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to design 
the memorial carrier with the claimed dimensions as a change in the size of a prior art device is a 
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design consideration within the skill of the art. In re Rose . 220 F.2d 459, 105 USPQ 237 (CCPA 
1955). 

Conclusion 

16. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in this field 
usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention disclosed. 
Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or agent to prosecute 
the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon skilled preparation and 
prosecution.
